“RUSSIAN SHIPPING SALES. 

Formerly; says the Manchuria 
Daily News, when any Japanese 
purchased Russian ships, the 


. Japanese Government refused to 


register these ships unless the’ 
purchaser produced the written 
evidence of permission of the 
Russian Government for the sale 
{of the ships in question, seeing 
that the Russian Government hed 
placed s. ban on the sale of 
ships. However, recently the ban 
lifted by Russia, and con- 
sequently when Russian ships 
are purchased by any Japanese, 
they may be registered in Japan 
without the Russian sales permit. 

The registration is made on con- 
dition that if any dispute should 

arise in future regarding the sale 

ortransfer ofthe ships. the new 
owner bears all responsibility. 

This statement should, presam- 
ably, be read in connection with, 
the recent report that steps were 
being taken’ ‘to prevent the 
unpatriotic sale of ships on the 
Amur to Chinese purchasers. It 
is by mo- means clear what 
Government in Russia has or-has 
had effective power to control 
shipping sales.
